Sriisr. CllAll. — Similar to 0. clnjam (Less.),* but throat with black, 
decidedly javdomiiiatin^ over white; rusty markings of hind neck, 
scaj)ulars, tertials, and Hanks much less brii;iit ; lower back, riiini), 
and npiMT tail-covei ts decichMlly less brown oi‘ olivaceous, and white 
spots Oil l()W(‘r bn ast and belly layuer; the /mu/e Avith crest nniforin 
dusky-black instead of mainly light tawny ; the throat thickly streaked 
or spott(‘d with blackish, instead ot marked with very narrow shaft- 
streaks only: back nearly ])lain grayish, instead of being distinctly 
barred, and lighter spots on lower jiarts miudi larger. 

Adnlt male (tyjK*, No. llO.'iOli, Campos, Sonora ; iacut. II. C. iieuson, 
U.S. A.): A coiisiiicuoiis crest of Icngtliened, rather narrow, feathers 
of a i)laiu ocln*aceous-buff coloi’, with d(‘e]> brown shafts. Forehead, 
fore jiai t and sidivs of crown, and lores, gray, narrowly streaked with 
black; feathers of chin and throat black, with narrow terminal mar- 
gins of white and spotted with same beneath surface ; feathers of cheeks 
and sides of nape similar, but also edged with white, producing more 
streaked appearance; feathers (d* nape i)ale-grayish, each marked with 
a mesial Avedge-shaped streak, the nari’OAV basal portion of Avliich is 
blackish, the Avider terminal portion rusty-chestnut or hazel ; feathers 
of loAver hind-neck and shh‘s of neck asli-gray laterally, bright haztd 
medially, tliese latter markings changing on sides of chest to vimiceous- 
cinnamon,and become gradually smaller and more giittate toward front 
])art of clH‘st, Avhich is plain ash-gray ; back plain ash-gray, tinged with 
olive ])Ost(*riorly, the Ioaaci* back, inmp, and upi)er tail-coA'cu’ts ])lain 
olivaceous-gray ; scapulars light hazel or dull rusty centrally, then gray- 
ish, the edges l ather broad white ; tertials similar, but merely tinged 
Avith hazel, the general light broAvnish cohu- of exposed ]>ortion linely 
mottled or fieckled Avith darker, the Avhitish edgingon outer Avebs indis- 
tinct or broken ; i)revailing color of Avings olive-grayi.sli, l)ut upper- 
most larger coverts marked with hazel and Avhit(% like scapulars; pri- 
maries plain slate-gray, with dusky shafts and somcAvliat heavy edges; 
tail deep bluish-gray, or plumbeous, Avith black shafts. ISides and 
Hanks dull grayish and vinaceous-cinnamon, the latter in form of large, 
but rather ill-detined, mesial guttate marks, the edges of the featliers 
marked Avith oval or elliptical sj)ots of Avhite, these changing on uj)per- 
. most feathers to streaks, and toAvard belly to circular spots, the vinace- 
ous-ciimamon disapi>earing altogetluu' on the breast and belly, Avhich are 
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(lull asli g’i:i y, (‘ojuscly si)otteu with white; femoral region dull white, 
with large, somewhat sagittate, stripes <jf gra,\ ish-browii ; uiKhu* tail- 
coverts hnlfy-white oj- very i)ale buff, marked witli bi'oad mesial, some- 
what wedge-shaped, stripes of deep olive, changing to ])luml)eons on 
longer feathers. Eill deep ])la(*k ; legs and leet deep horn-color (moi(^ 
grayish in life?). Length (skin), 0.50 ; wing, 4.05; tail, 4.00; tarsus, 1.30. 

Adult fcmaJe (No. 110504, Campos, KSonoi’a; Lieut. 11. O. Ihmsoii, TL 
S. A.): Very dilferent in color from the male. Ciest smaller than in 
male, ttniform dull black ; foi ehead, *S:c.,dull brownish giey (mor(‘ browm- 
ish ])ostcj*iorly) streaked with black, the streaks growing much bioader 
and the grouml-eolor paler on occiput; sides of nape and sides of neck 
dull Avhitisli spotted with brownish black: chin, throat, ami cheeks 
white, speckled with black, each leathej* having a central gnttate spot 
of the latter and a broad margin of the former color; ear-coverts iini- 
foru] deep hair-brown, i)rodncing a distinct spot ; back dull gray, mi- 
nutely mottled or zigzagged with lighter and darker (but not barred), the 
g(uieral color changing to a moi<‘ olivaciMms gray on lower back and 
rnm]>; upper tail coveitsbrownisli gray, coarsely zigzagged with whitish, 
the conceahMl ])ortion of the feathms more unifoiin and moie bluish 
gray ; tail iilumbeons, biU upper sui face minutely niottleil with grayish 
brown and whitish. Scapulars dark brown, motth*d with ]>aler, many of 
the featiiers broadly, but more or less irr(‘gnlarly marginetl with dull, huffy 
whitish, producing a coars(>ly blotched a[)pearance; tertials similar, but 
light huffy edging to inner webs, broader and very shar])ly defined: 
wings in general coarsely mottled, light grayish brown, dusky and ]>ale 
cinnamon-buffy, the lattcT forming iri (\gnlai‘ boi deis to the larger cov 
erts; prinnu'ies as in the male (plain slate-gray Avith hoaiy edges); 
chest light brownish gray (more decidedly brownish next to throat), 
coarsely spotted Avith dull whitish, these sj)ots growing gradually lai'ger 
posteriorly, until on lower breast and middle of belly the prevailing 
color is dull Avhite, narroAvly barnal Avitli grayish broAvn ; sides and Hanks 
dull white, tinged with biilVy, and broadly stri])ed with hair brown ; fem- 
01 ‘al region more distinctly huffy, but marked Avith more pointed strijies; 
lower tail-coverts huffy Avhitish, marked Avith broa<1 mesial stripes of 
hair-brown, changing to slate-gray on long(‘r feathers. Lill black; feet 
dark horn-color. Length (skin), S.50 ; wing, 4.50; tail, 3.75; tarsus, 1.30; 
middle toe, 1.10. 

Two other adult males are essentially like the type, but differ h\ some 
details, as folloAvs: 

No. 110501 has the crest of a much deeper color, the tint being cinna- 
mon-buff; the crissum and under tail-covei ts are ])ale buff,Avith narrower 
mesial streaks. 

No. 110503 has the crest rather paler than in the type, and the black 
of the chin and throat is nearly nnifoi’in, owing to w(‘ai i?ig away of the 
white terminal margin. 
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Another female (No. llOoOO) dilfers from that (leiseribed in liavin^ 
the crest less deeply black, the shelter feathei'S havin,e‘ an indistinct 
freckling of brown, and the upper tail-coverts are mnch more distinctly 
marked with bully whitish, in the form of irregular bars. 

The live specimens upon which this new race is based have been care- 
fully conijiared with six examples (four males and two females) of true 
C. (‘Icgaus from ^Iazatlan,aiid the dilferenee noted in the above diagnosis 
found to be constant. A ]>air of tyiiical G, ckgans are well ligimnl in 
(louhrs Monograph of tln^ Odontophoriine, the figures in (inestiou 
sliowing unmistakably tlu‘. charaetm-s of the .'Mazatlan bird, even to the 
light-brown crest of the female, which, however, is rejiresented as being 
unicolored. That this is an error is evident, howevm*, from the text, 
which describes the crest as brown, ^^crossed with zigzag markings of 
a darker color,” thus agi'ceing with th(‘ specimens wliich have been ex- 
amined by me.
